Art. 1. But de la Commission. La Commission Numismatique du 
Comité international des Sciences historiques (CISH) est chargée de 
faciliter la coopération des savants de tous pays dans le domaine des 
études numismatiques. 


Art. 2. Composition de la Commission. Sont invités à siéger à la 
Commission internationale de Numismatique les délégués: 


a. des grands cabinets numismatiques accessibles au public, placés sous 
une direction scientifique; 


b. des organisations et sociétés numismatiques représentatives de chaque 
pays, 
c. des ateliers monétaires nationaux. 
Ces membres payeront une cotisation fixée par le Bureau. 


Art. 3. Séances et voles. La Commission peut tenir une séance à 
l'occasion d'un Congrés international des Sciences historiques ; elle doit 
tenir une séance lors de chaque Congrés international de Numismatique 
qui doit étre organisé en principe tous les six ans. 


Art. 4. Bureau de la Commission. Le Bureau de la Commission 
est composé: 
d'un président, 
d'un ou de deux vice-présidents, 
d'un secrétaire, 
d'un trésorier et 
au moins de 4 et au plus de 7 membres assesseurs. 


Les membres du Bureau sont élus au cours de la réunion de la Com- 
mission, à l'occasion de chaque Congrès international de Numismatique.

CONSTITUTION 


of the International Numismatic Commission 
adopted on 2 September 1950, 
modified on 9 July 1953, on 9 September 1955, and on 15 September 1973 


Art. 1. Purpose of the Commission. The Numismatic Commission 
of the International Committee of Historical Sciences exists for the pur- 
pose of facilitating cooperation between scholars of different countries in 
the sphere of numismatics. 


Art. 2. Composition of the Commission. Delegates of the following 
organisations will be invited to the Commission: 


a. the greater numismatic collections, open to the public and under a 
scientific direction; 


b. the numismatic organisations and societies representative of each 
country; 


c. the mints of each country. 
These members will pay an annual subscription fixed by the Bureau 


Art. 3. Meetings and Voting. The Commission may hold a meeting 
on the occasion of an International Congress of Historical Sciences; a 
meeting must be held at each International Congress of Numismatics 
which in principle should take place every six years. 


Art. 4. The Bureau of the Commission consists of: 
a president, 
one or two vice-presidents, 
a secretary, 
a treasurer, and 
at least four and at most seven ordinary members. 


The members are elected at the meeting of the Commission during each 
International Congress of Numismatics. They can be reelected only 
once. Their term ends at the second International Congress of Numisma- 
tics following their election. 

The Bureau shall have at least one annual meeting. 


Art. 5. Duties of the Bureau of the Commission. The duties of the 
Bureau are as follows:

to act as a centre of information; 


b. to arrange meetings of the Commission and International Numisma- 
tic Congresses; 


c. to ensure that numismatics are represented, where possible, at con- 
gresses of related sciences; 


d. to report on proposals made by members of the Commission: 


e. to submit a working programme and an annual budget to the Com- 
mission; 


f. to publish an annual report. 


Art. 6. Finance. Expenses of administration and publication are 
covered by grants from CISH and UNESCO, by the annual subscriptions 
of corporate members, and by gifts and legacies. 


Art. 7. Executive powers. The Commission or the Bureau may 
appoint Committees with specified tasks. 

The Commission may appoint honorary members having the same 
rights as the delegates of the corporate members. 


Art. 8. Seat of the Commission. The seat of the Commission is that 
of the International Committee of Historical Sciences. 


Art. 9. Change of Constitution. A change in the Constitution may 
be made by a majority of two-thirds of the votes cast. 


Art. 10. Dissolution of the Commission. The Commission may be 
dissolved by a majority of two-thirds of the votes of all the members. 


MEETING OF THE BUREAU 


26-28 April 1975 at Augst (Clavel Foundation), Switzerland

1. Adoption of the minutes of the meeting of the Bureau in Paris March 
18th-20th 1974. 


The minutes printed in Compte rendu 21-1974 p. 7 ff., were 
adopted unanimously. 


2. Report by the President on the activities in 1974. 


The President reported that most of the members of the 
Bureau had participated in the new and extended Compte rendu. 
The President and Herbert Cahn had continued their work as 
editors of the acts of the 1973-congress. Nine new members had 
been recruited. The President, the Treasurer, and the Secretary 
had had a working meeting in Basle on the 22nd of September 
1974. 


3. Report by the Treasurer and presentation of the accounts for 1974. 


The accounts for 1974 (printed in Compte rendu 21-1974 p. 20) 
were adopted unanimously. They showed a balance of Sw.fres. 
4.459,—. The problem of members not paying the annual fee was 
discussed, and it was agreed that no institution could retain its 
membership if they were more than 3 years in arrear with their 
payment. The Treasurer presented the budget for 1975. After 
reserving 4000,— Sw.fres. for travel expenses, 4000,— Sw.frcs. 
for printing of the Compte rendu 1975, and 1000,— Sw.fres. for 
membership due to the Comité International des Sciences His- 
toriques (1974 and 1975) there was left a sum of about 5000,— 
Sw.fres.

C.I.N., C.I.S.H., and Unesco. 


The President reported on an interview with the Secretary 
general of CISH, M. Michel François in Paris. He drew attention 
to the fact that the international status of the CIN depended on 
its affiliation to CISH, as independent recognition from UNESCO 
was excluded. It was agreed to continue the membership of CISH 
and to work for greater economic support from UNESCO for the 
next international congress. It would be impossible to make any 
arrangements of the Commission in connection with the Inter- 
national Historical Congress in San Francisco in 1975, but it was 
agreed that for subsequent international arrangements of CISH 
the CIN should insist on having some numismatic topics inserted 
in the general programme. 


The new Compte rendu: criticisms and suggestions. 


The scope and content of the Compte rendu were examined. It 
was agreed that the new and extended publication should be con- 
tinued. In the discussion of specific points which followed, it was 
decided that: 


a. the cover should be changed in order to emphasize the name 
of the Commission. 


b. A table of contents should be added. 


c. Obituaries should be restricted to honorary members. 


In addition to the ordinary reports each issue should contain 
a historical survey of one or more numismatic collections. For 
1975 Ryszard Kiersnowski undertook to write the history of the 
more important collections in Poland, and Ernesto Bernareggi to 
deal with the numismatic collections in Milan and Naples. These 
manuscripts should be ready before December 1st, 1975. 

The section on numismatic works in progress should also be 
continued. It was decided that this section should only include 
projects actually in preparation, not plans for a more distant 
future. It was recommended that the addresses of individual 
scholars should always be included. 

It was further agreed that a section on numismatic courses was 
highly desirable including information on the institutions where 
teaching in numismatics was provided, the names of the teachers

and their fields of study; and additionally the level and form 
of the teaching (lectures, seminars etc.) and the possibility of ob- 
taining degrees in numismatics. 

It was agreed that the new Compte rendu should be distributed 
more widely as a means of information on the Commission. Uni- 
versity libraries and historical institutes were mentioned by Peter 
Berghaus as interested recipients. 


Recruitment of New Members. 


The President welcomed the nine new members of The Com- 
mission and urged a more intensive effort to enlist more new mem- 
bers. It was agreed that two or three smaller local societies could 
be accepted as one member provided they created a common 
central administration with which the Bureau could deal. The 
desirability of enlisting members from countries not yet repre- 
sented, e.g. Bulgaria, Luxembourg, and Yugoslavia, was stressed. 


Report of the editors of the Proceedings of the 1973 Congress. 


Herbert Cahn reported on the progress of the publication of the 
proceedings of the 1973 Congress. Of ca. 80 papers, 53 were now in 
first proof, and the volume which would contain about 6-700 
pages and 80 plates should be ready before the end of 1975. The 
authors would get 50 off-prints free of charge, but orders for more 
off-prints could not be accepted. 


Report on preparations for the 9th Congress — Berne 1979. 


Herbert Cahn informed the Bureau of preparations for the 9th 
Congress in Berne 1979. The Swiss working committee had dis- 
cussed the problems in a meeting in November 1974. M. Olivier 
Reverdin of Geneva had kindly accepted the Presidency of the 
Congress and Maitre Colin Martin had assumed the post of head 
of the financial committee. 

Special exhibitions were planned in Berne and other cities in 
Switzerland such as Basle, Zürich, ‚Winterthur, and Fribourg. 
A special issue of the Revue Suisse de Numismatique would be 
published. 

Regarding the concept of the Congress it was agreed that ques- 
tions of numismatic methods should have first priority in the 
programme. This might be devided into 3 sections: 
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1. Principal questions dealt with by outstanding scholars in the 
various fields. 
2. Special sections on topics such as the technique of minting 
and the relationship between numismatics and economic history. 
3. Group discussions. 
Summaries of all papers should be available in advance to the 
participants. 
It was agreed that the members of the Bureau should reflect 


on these possibilities and discuss them finally at the meeting 
in 1976. 


Survey: Choice of Editors. 


Herbert Cahn reported that on account of pressure of other work 
on the Swiss committee it could not possibly assume the edi- 
torship of The Survey of Numismatic Research 1972-1977. In 
the discussion which followed it was generally agreed that the 
Survey should be more selective and give a critical estimate of 
the basic developments in numismatics during the period. It was 
suggested that the numismatic publications dealing with the period 
after 1800 A.D. might be left out of the Survey as its scientific 
value was limited. Octavian Iliescu pointed to the necessity of 
deciding on the rapporteurs as soon as possible and it was agreed 
that this question should be dealt with at a special meeting in 
Paris on the 23 October 1975. The President, the Treasurer, the 
Secretary, and Peter Berghaus would be present and the other 
members of the Bureau were invited to participate or to send 
their suggestions to the Secretary in writing before the meeting. 


Symposium at Warsaw 1976. 


Concerning the Symposium on Imitations and Forgeries in an- 
cient and medieval times in Warsaw Ryszard Kiersnowski reported 
that it would take place 7-9 September 1976 with arrival on 6 
September. He hoped to enlist the help of about 10 selected 
speakers (5 for the ancient — and 5 for the medieval period) who 
could deal with the various aspects of the themes in lectures of 
about 30 min. duration exclusive of the following discussion. 
Smaller communications should be restricted to 15 min. Some 
suggestions were made regarding the selected lectures and it was 
agreed that further suggestions should be communicated to Rys- 
zard Kiersnowski before June the 15th 1975.

Symposium in Dublin 1981. 


A letter from The Royal Dublin Society concerning the Sympo- 
sium on Emergency Coinages to be arranged in Dublin in 1981 
was read. It was agreed that the Secretary by letter should ex- 
press the pleasure of the Bureau with the project. The Bureau 
also confirmed its willingness to support the arrangement in co- 
operation with The Royal Dublin Society and The Numismatic 
Society of Ireland. 


Other Symposia. 


In addition to the Symposia in Warsaw and Dublin (cf. 9 and 
10) a number of other arrangements were reported. Robert Carson 
informed the Bureau of a meeting held at The British Museum in 
March 1975 on the initiative of Martin Price and Professor P. R. 
Franke, Saarbriicken. The theme of the meeting was the study 
of Greek imperial coins. It was proposed to arrange a colloquium 
on this theme for the autumn of 1976 or 1977, presumably in 
Saarbrücken. 

In view of the Symposium in Warsaw the Bureau suggested 
this colloquium be arranged for the autumn of 1977 and agreed to 
give its general support. 

The President reported that in November 1975 the French 
School of Archaeology in Rome planned to celebrate its 100-years 
jubilee by arranging a Symposium on “La dévaluation monétaire 
à Rome sous la République et sous l'Empire". He further re- 
ported that the International Centre in Naples intended their 
next session to be devoted to the beginning of bronze coinage 
in Magna Graecia (April 1977) and the coinages of Neapolis (April 
1979). On the International Centre see below. The Bureau was 
further informed that Professor Maria Alfóldi, Frankfurt, was 
preparing a colloquium for specialists concerning “Die Funde ró- 
mischer Münzen im freien Germanien” to take place in February 
1976. 

On the suggestion of Peter Berghaus it was decided that the 
Bureau should invite all organisers of numismatic Symposia etc. 
to inform the Bureau officially of their arrangements at an early 
stage in order that a time schedule of coming events might be 
published annually in the Compte rendu. 
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Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum. 


Professor P. Naster, President of the sub-committee for the Syl- 
loge Nummorum Graecorum, who was specially invited, reported 
on the development in the publication programme since last year. 
In particular he reported on the meeting in Bucharest in September 
1974, see Compte rendu 1974 p. 19-20. M. Ocheceanu will have 
completed the manuscript of the Sylloge for the numismatic col- 
lection in the archaeological Museum of Constantza in 1976. On the 
question of patronage it was recommended that future volumes 
should carry the indication that they were published by arrange- 
ment with The British Academy under the auspices of the Com- 
mission Internationale de Numismatique and l'Union Académique 
Internationale. 

Ernesto Bernareggi asked for the inclusion of an Italian repre- 
sentative in the sub-committee. It was agreed that the choice of 
this representative should be left to the Istituto Italiano di Nu- 
mismatica. 

Regarding the future work of the sub-committee it was agreed 
that it should meet on the occasion of every international Nu- 
mismatic congress and if necessary once between the congresses, 
that is to say on average every 3rd year. The President of the 
sub-committee should be invited to the annual meeting of the 
Bureau to present a report. 


Report on The Royal Numismatic Society’s new publication Coin 
Hoards. 


Robert Carson submitted specimen pages of the new publica- 
tion and informed the Bureau that the first volume would be 
published in June 1975. The Bureau congratulated The Royal 
Numismatic Society and especially Dr. Martin Price on the progress 
made and decided to accord its patronage to the new publication. 
In the following discussion some scepticism was voiced concerning 
the all embracing nature of the project. Octavian Iliescu sug- 
gested that the publication might be limited to hoards buried 
before 1500 A.D. It was agreed that the creation of a formal sub- 
committee should be discussed with Dr. Price on the next annual 
meeting of the Bureau.

Inventory of Collections of Ancient Coins. 


Otto Merkholm submitted a written report from Tony Hackens 
together with some specimens of the entries. The Bureau agreed 
to continue its support and patronage and to suggest to the authors 
that the geographic location of the Collections, especially the smaller 
ones, should be indicated as precisely as possible, and that the 
names of the persons in charge be included whenever available. 


New Edition of Wórlerbuch der Miinzkunde. 


Peter Berghaus gave details of an interview with Dr. Battenberg, 
Munich, who had taken the initiative in producing a new edition 
of Schrótter's Wórterbuch der Münzkunde. He stressed the great 
difficulty of the project. The Bureau decided to wait for a more 
complete information. 


Immediate Publication of a Summary of the Bureau's Activities. 


It was agreed to produce a short press release on the meeting 
and to distribute it to the monthly periodicals as well as to the 
members. 


Other Business. 


The Bureau discussed the problems created for the public col- 
lections by the ever increasing demands for information: casts, 
photos etc. It decided to recommend that scholars in need of 
information on a larger number of coins should arrange to obtain 
the information personally by visiting the collections involved 
and making their own casts. 


Ryszard Kiersnowski raised the problem of how to react towards 
publie and official requests for producing modern coin imitations. 
It was pointed out that uni-face reproductions were harmless, and 
that in any case the weight and diameter of the modern imitation 
should make it easily distinguishable from the original Such 
pieces should be marked clearly as imitations. 

Peter Berghaus reported on the new laws concerning imitations 
and forgeries in Western Germany.

— Si prende atto con vivo compiacimento dell'incremento della rac- 
colta documentaria di calchi e fotografie relativa particolarmente ai 
temi trattati nei vari Convegni. Tale raccolta, ricca di varie migliaia 
di esemplari, comincia a costituire uno strumento di lavoro di pri- 
maria importanza per lo studio della monetazione della Italia antica.

IL V CONVEGNO DEL 


CENTRO INTERNAZIONALE DI STUDI NUMISMATICI 


Dal 20 al 24 aprile 1975 si è svolto in Napoli il V Convegno organiz- 
zato dal Centro Internazionale di Studi Numismatici, d’intesa con 
l’Istituto italiano di Studi Etruschi ed Italici, sul tema: “Contributi 
introduttivi allo studio della monetazione etrusca”. Il Convegno, dopo 
i discorsi d'apertura dei proff. C. M. Kraay e M. Pallottino, presidenti 
rispettivamente del Centro e dell’Istituto, si è articolato in gruppi di 
relazioni, a cura di G. Colonna (Basi conoscitive per una storia econo- 
mica dell'Etruria), F. Panvini Rosati (Gli studi e la problematica 
attuale sulla monetazione etrusca), F. Ippolito - M. Boni (Probabili 
fonti di materie prime per le monete etrusche), S. Sorda (I ripostigli 
di bronzo dell'Etruria nella fase pre-monetale), L. Breglia (Presenta- 
zione critica del materiale — con i contributi di M. P. Baglione, L. Ca- 
milli, F. Catalli, P. Petrillo Serafin), M. Cristofani Martelli (Il riposti- 
glio di Volterra), T. Hackens (La metrologia delle prime emissioni 
etrusche), P. Marchetti (La metrologia delle emissioni etrusche con 
segni di valore), J. Heurgon (I tipi monetali etruschi e le rappresenta- 
zioni di animali orientalizzanti), I. Krauskopf (Le rappresentazioni 
della Gorgone sulle monete etrusche e nell'arte etrusca), M. Cristofani 
(Problemi iconografici ed epigrafico-linguistici della monetazione bron- 
zea). 

Ciascuna relazione è stata seguita con un proficuo dibattito. 

I lavori del Convegno erano stati preceduti da una sistematica ricogni- 
zione del materiale documentario relativo all'argomento in esame. Tale 
ricognizione ha permesso di raccogliere nella sede del Centro un assai 
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notevole numero (circa 6.000) di calchi e di fotografie di monete etru- 
sche conservate nei principali musei e collezioni pubbliche e private di 
tutti i paesi del mondo. 

Tale raccolta si aggiunge a quelle costituite in occasione dei Conve- 
gni precedenti e contribuisce a dotare il Centro di un ricco ed efficace 
strumento di documentazione e di studio sulla monetazione dell’Italia 
antica.

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SECONDINA LORENZINA CESANO 


Il 13 Agosto 1973, alla veneranda età di novantaquattro anni inol- 
trati, é deceduta in Roma la prof. Secondina L. Cesano, membro ono- 
rario della Commission Internationale de Numismatique. 

Non é facile esprimere con adeguatezza l’importanza che l’azione 
della prof. Cesano ha avuto nell’ambito della numismatica italiana 
della prima metà del nostro secolo, il ruolo e la missione che ella ha 
svolto nella stessa società culturale del suo tempo. Ricordiamo che 
la sua prima pubblicazione, sui prestigiosi “Rendiconti della R. Acca- 
demia dei Lincei”, data al 1901; che il conferimento della libera do- 
cenza per l'insegnamento universitario della disciplina, risale al 31 
gennaio 1907; due date particolarmente indicative e significative se si 
consideri quanto, all'inizio del secolo, l'opinione pubblica fosse, soprat- 
tutto in Italia, radicalmente prevenuta contro la donna-studiosa, contro 
la donna-scienziato; due date che stanno a dimostrare l’eccezionale 
stima che la prof. Cesano aveva saputo riscuotere nell’ambiente scien- 
tifico ed accademico fin dai suoi più giovani anni. 

A questa stima la Cesano non é certamente venuta meno con l'ope- 
rato di tutta la sua lunga vita. La sua azione si é rivolta, con una at- 
tività instancabile, soprattutto al riordino ed alla creazione di medaglieri 
pubblici. Troppo lungo sarebbe ricordare le sue missioni presso i più 
importanti medaglieri della Penisola. Gioverà ricordare che, mentre 
fioriva, allora, in Italia un collezionismo animato da buona volontà 
e da entusiasmo ma troppo spesso sprovvisto di solide basi scientifiche, 
mancavano totalmente gli specialisti perché mancavano le scuole alle 
quali questi specialisti avrebbero potuto formarsi. Così la Cesano si 
trovò ad agire quasi sempre da sola, e pure da sola raggiunse dei risul- 
tati ancor oggi altamente apprezzabili. Ma il suo nome, in questo 
campo, é sopratutto legato — e lo sarà sempre —, al Medagliere del 
Museo Nazionale romano, che praticamente la Cesano creò da una con- 
gerie di materiale mal disposto e mal classificato e vistosamente incre- 
mentò — così da renderlo degno della funzione che era chiamato a 
svolgere — con l’immissione, oltre che di sporadici ritrovamenti, del ma- 
teriale del Museo Kircheriano e con quello della collezione Gmecchi, 
la cui dispersione avrebbe rappresentato una sciagura per il patrimonio 
numismatico del Paese, e per il cui acquisto la prof. Cesano si batté 
duramente presso gli Enti statali, in un momento particolarmente dif- 
ficile per le pubbliche finanze italiane. 
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La sua attivita scientifica di studio e di ricerca non ci ha lasciato 
ponderosi volumi ma, come era inevitabile e necessario per una scienza 
in fieri, si é venuta nel tempo manifestando ininterrotta in una miriade 
di saggi concernenti i più svariati campi della vastissima disciplina, 
apparsi, per citare i più segnalabili, sul Bollettino della Commissione 
Archeologica Comunale di Roma, sulla Rivista Italiana di Numisma- 
tica, sui Rendiconti dell’Accademia Pontificia di Archeologia, su Noti- 
zie degli Scavi, sulla Rassegna Numismatica. E’ doveroso peraltro 
ricordare come l’attività scientifica della prof. Cesano si é in partico- 
lare rivolta alla monetazione romana, nel cui ambito aveva conseguito 
una profondissima conoscenza: così come chiedono di essere ricordati 
i suoi preziosi contributi alle pubblicazioni dell'Istituto Italiano di Nu- 
mismatica (“Atti e Memorie" e “Studi di Numismatica") di cui era 
stata Socio fondatore. 

La sua attività didattica svoltasi per molti anni ha contribuito in 
modo decisivo a creare una scuola italiana di numismatica; cosicché 
quando, nel 1949, la prof. Cesano si ritirava dall'insegnamento per 
raggiunti limiti di età, quegli specialisti che mancavano all'inizio del 
secolo ormai germogliavano in buon numero e si preparavano a dif- 
fondere la conoscenza e l'amore per la disciplina in tutto il Paese. 
Ricorderemo lungamente la prof. Cesano, per la sua dura, ostinata, 
caparbia, onesta dedizione al dovere: e come esempio di una lunga vita 
bene spesa. 


Ernesto BERNAREGGI 
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GEORGE CARPENTER MILES (1904-1975) 
SAWYER MacARTHUR MOSSER (1905-1975) 


Last autumn the International Numismatic Commission lost two of 
its Honorary Members; George Carpenter Miles died on October 15 
and Sawyer MacArthur Mosser on the 31st of the same month. Both 
had served as counselors on the Bureau of the Commission: Mosser 
from 1960 to 1967 and Miles from 1967 to 1970. 

Although George Miles’ name will always be associated with Islamic 
numismatics, there was a strong element of chance in the determina- 
tion of his career. While teaching English at Robert College in Istan- 
bul, he became interested in Arabic studies and this led him to transfer 
to Oriental Languages and Literature for advanced degrees from Prin- 
ceton University. His first field work, as epigraphist and assistant 
director of the American excavations at Rayy and in Luristan, involved 
him with coins since there was no numismatist on the staff, and it was 
this fortuitous and fortunate involvement that resulted in his appoint- 
ment in 1937 as research assistant at the American Numismatic So- 
ciety. The war years, during which he served as a lieutenant in the 
United States Navy with assignments in Turkey and India, interrupted 
his scholarly career but after discharge he returned to the Society to 
fill a series of posts: curator of Islamic coins, chief curator, secretary 
and executive director. 

During the 27 years of close association with the American Numis- 
matic Society, Miles developed its collection into one of the major 
Islamic cabinets in the world, an international resource for scholarly 
research made all the more valuable by the generous helpfulness of 
its curator. His publications, beginning in 1938 and continuing right 
down to the time of his death, were models of painstaking compilation 
and interpretation. Honors too numerous to list here were his as 
learned societies in England, France, Belgium, Egypt and Spain joined 
those in the United States in recognizing his achievements.1 

Sawyer Mosser joined the staff of the American Numismatic Society 
immediately after leaving Princeton University in 1930 and his entire

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working life was devoted to that institution. During 36 years of as- 
sociation, he served as librarian, editor, secretary and finally executive 
director. It was a period of change and innovation, highlighted by 
renovation of vault and display areas, the establishment of the Sum- 
mer Seminar program, and the celebration of the Society’s Centennial 
in 1958. In all these activities Mosser played a guiding role. Although 
the pressure of administrative duties left him little time for research 
he contributed two monographs to the ANS series: A Bibliography of 
Byzantine Coin Hoards and The Endicott Gift of Greek and Roman 
Coins. 

For the American Numismatic Society the death of these men who 
directed its program for so many years is a grievous personal and 
professional loss, but the loss is not its alone. A host of scholars, in- 
cluding many from member institutions of the International Commis- 
sion, will cherish their memory with gratitude and affection.

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ZUM PROBLEM DES ARBEITSMATERIALS: 
GIPSABGUSS ODER FOTO? 


Es ist zu einem Mode-Trend geworden, sich verächtlich abzuwenden 
vom billigen Gipsabguss und dem Foto den Vorzug zu geben. Schon 
jetzt liefern manche grosse Miinzkabinette nur noch Fotos, und sie 
verbieten dem Besucher auch, fiir sich selbst Gipsabgiisse von den 
Kabinettsbestànden anzufertigen. 

“Generelle” Entscheidungen sind immer des Teufels, so auch hier. 
Fiir die verschiedenen Sektoren unseres Faches gelten auch verschie- 
dene technische Voraussetzungen. Fiir Miinzen und Medaillen mit 
kràftigem Relief ist die Herstellung von Staniolfolie-Abdriicken — die 
dann ausgegossen werden — wenig empfehlenswert. Unentbehrlich da- 
gegen bleibt der Gips-Abguss fiir die Miinzen des 9.-14. Jahrhunderts 
(Europa). 

Warum? Ich denke hierbei nicht an die gelegentliche Ubermittlung 
eines Miinzbildes an Kollegen, sondern an die planmässige Material- 
sammlung für ein Corpus. Nur ein Gipsabguss ermóglicht es dem 
Bearbeiter, die meist unvollstandigen und schwachen Inschriften im 
Relief zu studieren und zu kontrollieren. Die Kollegen mégen mir 
glauben, dass ich nicht aus purem Eigensinn am Gips klammere, son- 
dern auf Grund langer eigener Erfahrungen: ich gehóre noch zu den 
Wenigen, die Corpora von Gepragen der Epoche 9.-14. Jahrhundert 
bearbeitet haben. 

Auch das beste Foto wird dem Bearbeiter das Studium des M ünzre- 
liefs unter wechselndem Lichteinfall nicht ermóglichen kónnen. 

Das Übergehen zum Arbeiten ausschliesslich mit Fotos hat aber noch 
andere Schattenseiten, an die man zunachst gar nicht denkt: 


1. Auch wenn man die Aufnahmen selbst macht und immer durch die 
gleiche Firma entwickeln lasst, werden die Abzüge trotzdem von 
Fall zu Fall in Harte und Kontrast variieren.

Wenn dann bei einer Corpusarbeit Aufnahmen der verschiedensten 
Werkstatten vorliegen, so ergeben die zusammengestellten Tafeln 
ein ungleichmássiges Bild. 


3. Nach meinen Erfahrungen sind mindestens 50% der Routine-Auf- 
nahmen von Fotografen im Dienste der Kabinette zwar malerisch, 
aber für das Studium der Details véllig unbrauchbar.

LES CONGRES INTERNATIONAUX DE NUMISMATIQUE 
DONNEES CHRONOLOGIQUES 


Le dernier Congrès international de numismatique — dont les tra- 
vaux ont eu lieu à New York et Washington, en septembre 1973 — a, 
par son succès, marqué l’importance actuelle de la collaboration in- 
ternationale dans le domaine de la numismatique. Qu'il s'agisse de 
chercheurs réputés ou de collectionneurs épris de leurs trésors, ce genre 
de manifestations offre à tous ceux qui aiment notre discipline la meil- 
leure occasion d'établir entre eux des contacts personnels et de faire 
communiquer, dans un cadre intime et d'une maniere directe, les résul- 
tats de leurs dernières recherches. C'est là, à notre avis, la raison prin- 
cipale des succes emportés par tous les congres internationaux de nu- 
mismatique, à partir méme du premier, tenu en 1891. Au moment oü 
les préparatifs en vue d'organiser le prochain congrés — qui aura lieu 
à Berne, en 1979! — ont déjà commencé, il nous semble utile de jeter 
un coup d’ceil en arrière et de fixer la chronologie de ces manifesta- 
tions internationales, depuis leur début jusqu'à nos jours. 

C'est à la Société royale de numismatique de Belgique que revint 
l'honneur d'avoir ouvert la série; en effet, c'est elle qui organisa à 
Bruxelles, en 1891, à l'occasion de son cinquantième anniversaire, le 
Ier Congrés international de numismatique. Ouvert solennellement le 
4 juillet et déroulant ses travaux du 5 au 8 juillet, ce Congres réunis- 
sait déjà 65 membres de plusieurs pays européens?. La Société belge 
a également fait frapper à cette occasion un jeton, distribué aux mem- 
bres qui avaient assisté à la séance d'ouverture?. De plus, les travaux 
du Congrés ont fait l'objet d'un volume publié dans la méme année 
et qui contient le compte rendu des séances et 44 mémoires traitant 
de sujets divers (numismatique grecque, romaine, gauloise, médiévale 
et moderne; histoire de la médaille; sigillographie) *.

1900, à Paris. Il y réunit, du 14 au 16 juin, plusieurs délégués offi- 
ciels, savants arrivés de divers pays de l'Europe et méme des Etats- 
Unis d’Amérique!. Nombreuses furent également les communications, 
publiées dans un volume, avec les procès verbaux des séances?. 

Pour la deuxième fois, Bruxelles abrita un Congrès international de 
numismatique — le III° — en 1910, du 26 au 29 juin. Avant l'ouver- 
ture du Congrès, les organisateurs avaient imprimé le texte de douze 
communications qui devaient y être présentées. Comme d’habitude, 
les actes du Congrès ont été réunis dans un volume, paru au cours de 
la méme année*. En outre, l'assemblée plénière du Congrès adopta 
plusieurs résolutions dont voici la teneur: supprimer dorénavant l’em- 
ploi du terme avers, en le remplaçant par le mot droil; accorder pleine 
liberté aux conservateurs en ce qui concerne les échanges et la vente 
des doubles; mettre à leur disposition les sommes d’argent nécessaires 
pour des acquisitions urgentes; employer la méthode du cadran divisé 
en 600, pour indiquer le sens et le début des légendes; inclure la numis- 
matique et la sigillographie dans l’enseignement supérieur; encourager 
l'étude des monnaies nationales de chaque pays. 

Interrompues par la premiére guerre mondiale, les rencontres inter- 
nationales périodiques des numismates ont été reprises à peine en 1936, 
lorsque la Royal Numismatic Society organisa à Londres, à l'occasion 
de son centième anniversaire, le IVe Congrès international de numis- 
matique. Ses travaux eurent lieu du 30 juin au 3 juillet; ils ont 
fait l'objet d'un volume publié à la veille de la seconde guerre 
mondiales,

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Aprés la réorganisation de la Commission Internationale de Numis- 
matique, en 19501, le Congrès suivant, qui était le Ve, fut organisé a 
Paris, du 6 au 11 juillet 1953, par les soins de ladite Commission et 
de la Société francaise de numismatique. Pour la première fois, les 
organisateurs avaient publié avant l'ouverture du congrès un volume 
de Rapports sur les recherches de numismatique publiées depuis le 
congrès précédent. Un deuxième tome, concernant les actes et les 
communications, parut en 1957?. 

C'est à Rome, du 11 au 16 septembre 1961, que s'est réuni le Congres 
suivant —le VIe —, organisé par la Commission Internationale de 
Numismatique et l'Institut italien de numismatique de Rome. Deux 
volumes ont marqué cette nouvelle rencontre internationale : le pre- 
mier, qui contient les rapports, le second, consacré aux actes du con- 
grès. 

Le Congrès suivant — le VIIe — eut lieu à Copenhague, du 28 août 
au 2 septembre 1967; il était organisé par la Commission Internationale 
de Numismatique, le Musée National du Danemark et l'Union Nu- 
mismatique de la Scandinavie. Les rapports qui examinaient l’ac- 
tivité déployée dans le domaine de la numismatique de 1960 à 1965 
constituaient trois volumes, preuve du développement atteint par 
cette discipline. Pour la première fois, les organisateurs ont pris la

Enfin, le dernier Congrés International de Numismatique — le 
VIIIe — dont nous avons déjà parlé au début de cette note, fut organi- 
sé par la Commission Internationale de Numismatique, la Société amé- 
ricaine de numismatique et la Smithsonian Institution; ses travaux eu- 
rent lieu à New York du 10 au 13 septembre, et à Washington, du 13 
au 15 septembre 1973. De méme que pour le congrés de Copenhague, 
les rapports, qui couvraient cette fois les années 1965-1971, avaient 
fait l'objet de trois volumes. Les communications, trés nombreuses 
et les actes du Congrès vont paraître incessamment, gràce aux soins 
prodigués par MM. Georges Le Rider et Herbert A. Cahn. 

A Berne, se réunira donc, en 1979, le IX* Congrès International de 
Numismatique; son organisation coincide avec le centiéme anniver- 
saire de la Société suisse de numismatique. Tout en permettant aux 
participants de prendre connaissance de nouvelles recherches, il offrira 
en méme temps l'occasion de revoir des amis ou d'en faire de nouveaux, 
dans l'esprit d'une parfaite collaboration internationale.

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HISTORY OF NUMISMATIC COLLECTIONS 


IL GABINETTO NUMISMATICO DEI CIVICI MusEI DI MILANO 


Nella Torre Umberto I al Castello Sforzesco di Milano sono oggi cu- 
stodite le due principali raccolte numismatiche cittadine, in cassa- 
forti attigue ma distinte. 

Esse sono la Raccolta del Gabinetto Numismatico di Brera, di pro- 
prietà statale, e la Raccolta del Civico Gabinetto Numismatico, di pro- 
prietà municipale. La Direzione è unica con le Civiche Raccolte Ar- 
cheologiche. L’unificazione dei due nuclei avvenne nel 1918, in at- 
tuazione di una convenzione del 1916 tra Stato e Comune. 

Il Gabinetto Numismatico di Brera trae la sua origine da un decreto 
vicereale del 20 dicembre 1803, che, su proposta di Gaetano Cattaneo, 
disegnatore della R. Zecca, ingiungeva di salvare dalla fusione nella 
Zecca quelle monete e medaglie che avessero valore storico e numisma- 
tico. Nasceva così un primo nucleo di materiali, custoditi presso la 
sede della Zecca. Nel 1806 il Cattaneo otteneva che i libri numismatici 
delle comunità religiose soppresse venissero ceduti a favore della Bi- 
blioteca del Medagliere, che venne anche incrementata con masicci 
acquisti, con la collaborazione dei più celebri librai d'Europa. Il 6 mag- 
gio 1808 il vicerè Eugenio di Beauharnais emanò il decreto di fondazione 
del Reale Gabinetto di Medaglie e Monete, che venne in ottobre tras- 
ferito in vani più ampi e degni. Direttore fu nominato il Cattaneo. 

L’8 novembre del 1813 giunse l’ordine Ministeriale di togliere dal 
Medagliere, le cui raccolte erano già cospicue, quanto vi era di più im- 
portante, perchè fosse spedito in Francia. Solo l’intervento del Mi- 
nistro delle Finanze, Prina, ne evitò la smembramento. Tornata la 
Lombardia sotto il dominio austriaco, il Cattaneo divenne Conservatore 
provvisorio del R. Gabinetto, che continuò ad esistere e che venne, nel 
1817, trasferito a Brera, presso la Biblioteca, dalla quale rimase di- 
stinto. L'Istituto divenne autonomo, indipendente dalla Direzione Ge- 
nerale della Zecca. Tale situazione rimase inalterata sino al 1864 quan- 
do, ritornata Milano all Italia, il Ministro dell’ Istruzione ordinò l'ag- 
gregazione della Biblioteca e degli impiegati del Gabinetto Numis- 
matico alla Biblioteca di Brera. 

Iniziò così un periodo di gravi difficoltà per il Medagliere che cul- 
minerà nel 1886 quando, alla morte del Direttore Biondelli, si giunse 
alia chiusura. 
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Quest’ultimo fatto suscitò notevoli polemiche nel mondo culturale 
milanese, che portarono alla riapertura nel 1887. Il nuovo Direttore, 
Solone Ambrosoli, riuscì infine, nel 1896, a riottenere l'autonomia del 
R. Gabinetto Numismatico di Milano, dipendente direttamente dalla 
Direzione Generale delle Antichità e Belle Arti di Roma. 

Nel 1907 la Società Numismatica Italiana propose l'unificazione del 
R. Gabinetto Numismatico con le Civiche Raccolte Numismatiche. Ne 
derivarono complesse trattative, che si conclusero con un concordato 
nel 1916 e con il trasferimento delle Collezioni al Castello Sforzesco 
nel 1918. 

Le Civiche Raccolte Numismatiche nacquero nel 1832, con la dona- 
zione della Raccolta Castiglioni, che però venne depositata presso la 
Pinacoteca Ambrosiana e per lungo tempo dimenticata. Si formò 
successivamente, con altre donazioni, un secondo nucleo, che venne 
esposto nel Museo Artistico, nel Salone ai Giardini Pubblici, nel 1879. 
Successivamente le raccolte, finalmente riunite, vennero trasferite, nei 
primi anni del secolo, al Castello Sforzesco, dove avvenne la fusione 
con le Raccolte di Brera. 

La prima sistemazione al Castello Sforzesco delle Civiche Raccolte 
Numismatiche, dipendenti dalla Direzione del Musei Civici, fu al Cor- 
tile della Rocchetta. Vi restarono sino al 1953, quando avvenne il 
trasferimento in un infelice sotterraneo presso la Torre Umberto I. 
Dal sotterraneo salirono nel 1965 nell’attuale sede, in un locale moder- 
namente attrezzato nella Torre Umberto I.

Le Raccolte Numismatiche Milanesi, sia quelle Statali che quelle 
Municipali, vennero incrementate in ogni momento della loro esis- 
tenza attraverso tre vie: l'attribuzione per legge di materiali prove- 
nienti dalle zecche, in funzione o soppresse, e di ritrovamenti fortuiti 
(ripostigli); le donazioni; gli acquisti. 

Già é stato detto come il Gabinetto di Brera nascesse con le monete 
e medaglie ritirate dalla fusione nella Zecca per il loro interesse storico 
ed artistico. Successivamente affluirono coni, matrici, punzoni dalla 
soppressa zecca di Mantova (1807) e da quelle di Milano, Venezia 
Bologna, Modena e ancora Mantova (1810). Il flusso continuó ancora 
per decenni sino alla soppressione della zecca di Milano. 

Con il xx secolo nel Gabinetto Numismatico vennero depositati i 
ripostigli monetari ricuperati e di spettanza dello Stato. Sarebbe troppo 
lungo enumerare i nuclei affluiti nelle collezioni : ricordiamo il riposti- 
glio di Mornico Losana (1190 pezzi romano-repubblicani in argento),

di Cisano (251 pezzi del xm-x1v secolo), di piazza Fontana di Milano 
(170 dramme celtico-cisalpine), di Como (94 pezzi in oro del xiv se- 
colo), di Vigevano (547 pezzi in oro del xrv-xv secolo), di Castiglione 
Olona (19 pezzi in oro e 379 in argento del xiv secolo) ecc.; sono poi 
numerosissimi i ripostigli di antoniani e di bronzi del m e 1v secolo. 

Sempre come materiale statale entrò nel 1952 la Collezione del Laf- 
franchi, morto senza eredi, ricca di 30.000 pezzi romano imperiali. 

Ricchissime furono sin dai primi anni le donazioni. Iniziarono l'Isim- 
bardi (1804) e il Prina, con medaglie e monete nel 1804 e nel 1807, e 
continuarono moltissimi altri, con doni di diversa importanza, dai 
singoli pezzi alle collezioni specializzate. Particolarmente ricche fu- 
rono le donazioni alle Raccolte Municipali, dal lascito delle monete 
milanesi di Luigi Castiglioni (1832), ai lasciti Gian Giacomo Bolognini 
Attendolo (1865), Giuseppe Sormani (1867), Carlo Taverna (1871). 
Più recentemente possiamo ricordare le raccolte donate da Gian Luigi 
Cornaggia Medici (1924), le raccolte di monete bizantine e di Traiano 
donate da un benemerito nel 1962 e nel 1971 ed infine la donazione 
della collezione Rosa di monete greche, ricca di oltre 3.000 pezzi (1972). 
Naturalmente l’elenco è incompleto e molti nomi non sono stati citati, 
ingiustamente se consideriamo il numero e la qualità degli esemplari 
donati. 

Il Gabinetto Numismatico di Brera svolse sin dal 1807 un’attenta 
politica di acquisti, diretta sia a ottenere singoli pezzi di eccezionale 
importanza, sia intere collezioni, specializzate o generali. Nel 1807 
vennero acquistate le raccolte di Giulio Beccaria e di Paolo Frisi. Nel 
1808 è la volta dei 5.000 pezzi della raccolta del Duca di Corigliano 
Saluzzo (già del padre Caronni), delle 1.700 monete greche dell’archeo- 
logo inglese Giacomo Millingen (di provenienza San Clemente), delle 
4.200 monete (greche e romane) e medaglie del Museo del Marchese 
Anguissola, dal quale furono acquistate più tardi anche i rimanenti 
materiali. Nel 1808 fu acquistato a Torino un blocco notevole di aurei 
romani e nel 1810 un altro blocco di monete d’oro da Luigi Castiglioni 
e dal falsario Guglielmo Becker. Molti di questi ultimi pezzi risul- 
tarono poi contraffatti ed andarono ad arricchire la collezione di falsi 
del monetiere. Nello stesso anno il Cattaneo acquista parte della col- 
lezione San Clemente, la collezione di monete greche di Edoardo Dodd- 
well, materiali dalle collezioni veneziane Pisani e Collalto e da quella 
dell’ Abbate Bottari di Chioggia. Nel 1811 giungono al Gabinetto tutte 
le monete greche imperiali e coloniali del Museo San Clemente, mentre 
l'anno successivo viene acquistato a Venezia il Museo dell Abate Cano- 
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nici e a Dresda la collezione di monete cufiche di Goffredo Lipsius. 
Successivamente gli acquisti, per la diminuzione dei finanziamenti, si 
fecero piü rari e riguardarono singoli pezzi o nuclei ridotti. Essi peró 
non cessarono mai e vennero sempre condotti con estrema oculatezza 
dai vari Direttori. 

Gli acquisti ripresero dopo la prima guerra mondiale. Ricordando 
di sfuggita alcuni nuclei, talvolta notevoli (come il blocco di monete 
e medaglie brasiliane acquistate presso Ratto nel 1920), forniti da 
mercanti per lo piü milanesi, ci soffermeremo sull'acquisizione di 19 
pezzi longobardi dal ripostiglio di Mezzomerico (1921), sull'acquisto 
a Vienna nel 1926 della collezione Gerin di monete tardoantiche (9.166 
pezzi) e su quello di monete greche dall’ Ulrich (1932), sino alla politica 
di acquisti (monete greche, romane ecc.) seguita in anni recenti dal 


Belloni, durante il periodo in cui fu Conservatore e Direttore.

Nel 1907, quando la Società Italiana di Numismatica lanciò la pro- 
posta di unificare le due maggiori collezioni milanesi, le raccolte di 
monete e medaglie del Gabinetto di Brera contavano 41.590 pezzi 
(2.165 in oro, 17.190 in argento, 22.235 in altri metalli), mentre quelle 
municipali ne contavano 14.982 (rispettivamente 615, 5.512, 8.855). 
Senza contare quindi gli incrementi dal 1907 al 1918 il nuovo com- 
plesso unificato disponeva di 56.572 pezzi (rispettivamente 2.780 in 
oro, 22.702 in argento, 31.090 in bronzo). 

Da allora le raccolte si sono incrementate grazie ai doni, ai depositi 
e agli acquisti, sino a giungere alla attuale consistenza di più di 140.000 
pezzi. I settori più ricchi sono certamente quelli classici. Quello greco, 
fortemente selezionato, presenta circa 11.000 esemplari. Quello ro- 
mano e bizantino oltre 64.000, senza considerare i nuclei dei tesoretti 
conservati separatamente. In questo settore hanno particolare spicco 
la raccolta Laffranchi (30.000 pezzi), quella imperiale di Brera (15.000 
pezzi) e quella tardo romana Gerin (9.166 pezzi). Le collezioni di 
monete italiane medievali e moderne (con particolare interesse per la 
zecca di Milano) contano circa 15.000 esemplari, equamente distribuiti 
tra Brera e Comune. 

Le coniazioni medievali e moderne non italiane sono rappresentate 
da oltre 12.000 pezzi. Infine le medaglie, italiane ed estere, sono circa 
18.000 (12.000 pertinenti a Brera). Il resto è costituito da tesoretti, 
da materiali in fase di riordino, da materiali paranumismatici (gettoni, 
pesi, ecc.) e di zecca (conii, punzoni, ecc.). 
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Il materiale di Brera, Statale, incide quantitativamente sul totale 
per circa il 69%. 

Le collezioni sono in espansione, sia quelle di Brera con depositi di 
ritrovamenti fortuiti, sia quelle comunali con doni ed acquisti, questi 
ultimi ridotti negli ultimi anni per l’eccessiva lievitazione dei costi sul 
mercato numismatico.

La cronica carenza di personale scientificamente qualificato che si 
occupasse delle collezioni numismatiche, sufficiente appena e non sem- 
pre al funzionamento minimo interno dell’Istituto, ha portato a forti 
ritardi nella redazione di cataloghi sistematici dei materiali. La grande 
massa delle collezioni rimane inedita o mal pubblicata, pur in una re- 
lativa abbondanza di contributi, specie su riviste, su singoli pezzi, 
gruppi di pezzi o problemi specifici. 

L'esigenza di una degna presentazione catalogica venne sentita sin 
dai primi anni di esistenza del Gabinetto di Brera. Ma solo iniziative 
parziali giunsero in porto. Una di queste è rappresentata dal volume 
di C. Castiglioni, edito nel 1819, sulle “Monete cufiche dell’I. R. Gabi- 
netto Numismatico di Milano”, che pubblicava la raccolta di Goffredo 
Lipsius. Così nell’opera “Le monete di Milano”, edita da F. e G. Gnecchi 
nel 1884 venne presentata la raccolta di monete milanesi di L. Casti- 
glioni (donata al Comune nel 1832), unita a quella di C. Taverna (do- 
nata nel 1871). 

Si deve quindi giungere al 1938 per avere, nel clima delle celebra- 
zioni del bimillenario Augusteo, i primi cataloghi delle collezioni. Ven- 
nero pubblicati due volumi, primi di una serie che non avrà seguito, 
dedicato il primo (1938) a “Le monete dell Impero da Augusto a Traia- 
no” e il secondo (1940) a “Le monete dell’Impero da Adriano ad Elio 
Cesare” apparsi anonimi, con prefazione di G. Nicodemi ma redatti, 
con criteri che oggi appaiono in parte discutibili, sulla base del rior- 
dino effettuato nei materiali da L. Laffranchi, che aveva riunito le 
serie coloniali a quelle urbiche, togliendole dal settore delle monete gre- 
che. 

Il problema dei cataloghi venne ripreso, secondo criteri rigorosa- 
mente scientifici, da Gianguido Belloni, che pubblicò gran parte dei 
materiali romano-repubblicani nel Catalogo “Le monete romane del- 
l'età repubblicana”, 1960, ed una ottima scelta di quelle di Traiano nel 
Catalogo “Le monete di Traiano”, 1973. 

Negli ultimissimi anni, in attesa della redazione di un piano orga- 
nico (sostenuto da adeguati finanziamenti) e di un collegamento con 
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le iniziative internazionali nel settore (come la Sylloge Nummorum 
Graecorum), si è preferito saldare l’attività di presentazione al pub- 
blico dei materiali in mostre periodiche alla pubblicazione di cata- 
loghi esaustivi di singoli gruppi o classi. Ne è derivato il Catalogo del 
Tesoretto di Vigevano (“Monete auree tra Gotico e Rinascimento”, 
1975) e quello, in preparazione, delle monete della Sicilia antica. Pro- 
grammi più ambiziosi sono subordinati al compimento di un faticoso 
lavoro di ricognizione e riordino dei materiali, che è in corso ma che 
viene ritardato dalla carenza di personale scientificamente qualificato.

Gaetano Cattaneo, che resse il Gabinetto Numismatico di Brera 
dalla fondazione al 1842, fu certamente figura di grande spicco nel 
mondo culturale del tempo. In questa sede lo si deve pero ricordare 
più per la sua dedizione ad incrementare, ad ordinare, a proteggere le 
raccolte che per una sua reale presenza tra i ricercatori di fama europea. 
Lo stesso può dirsi per Carlo Zardetti, dal 1808 a fianco del Cattaneo 
e poi suo successore nella direzione dal 1842 al 1849. 

Interessante è la personalità di Bernardino Biondelli, direttore tra 
il 1849 e il 1886, che ottiene di poter tenere a Milano una cattedra di 
insegnamento nella quale unisce gli interessi numismatici a quelli ar- 
cheologici. La poliedricità della sua attività portò, dopo l'unificazione 
all Italia, alla creazione nel 1867 del Museo Patrio di Archeologia nei 
locali dell’ex chiesa di S. Maria di Brera. Parallelamente, non ostante 
le sempre maggiori difficoltà che rendevano difficile il funzionamento 
dell’ Istituto, mortificato dal nuovo governo che lo aveva aggregato 
alla biblioteca di Brera, si moltiplicavano le occasioni di interesse per i 
materiali del Gabinetto, sia per opera del Biondelli, sia di altri, come i 
fratelli Gnecchi. 

Dopo un breve periodo di chiusura (1886-1887), seguito alla morte 
del Biondelli, la direzione venne affidata a Solone Ambrosoli che dopo 
lunghe polemiche riusci ad ottenere dal Governo, nel 1896, l'au- 
tonomia dalla biblioteca di Brera. Nel 1888 fondó la Hivista Italiana 
di Numismatica, nella quale ebbe la possibilità di pubblicare numero- 
sissimi contributi concernenti materiali del Gabinetto; nel 1893 riprese 
i corsi di Archeologia e Numismatica presso la R. Accademia Scienti- 
fico Letteraria. L'Ambrosoli, con ricerche proprie e favorendo l'in- 
teressamento di studiosi esterni, diede nuovo impulso alla vita dell'Is- 
tituto e all’incremento delle collezioni. 

Gli venne affiancato nel 1898 Serafino Ricci, che gli successe nel 
1906. Anche il Ricci, archeologo-numismatico, svolse attività molto 
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intensa, fondo il circolo numismatico milanese, istitui e diresse il Bol- 
lettino Italiano di Numismatica. Con il Ricci avveniva la fusione delle 
raccolte statali di Brera e comunali. 

Le raccolte comunali, nate ancora nel 1832, dovettero attendere, per 
uscire dal disinteresse e dall’incuria, Carlo Visconti Ermes, che le or- 
dinò per l’apertura del Museo Comunale nel 1879. Ma solo nel 1885 
venne ritirato dall’Ambrosiana, dove era stato depositato, il primo 
nucleo delle collezioni: la donazione Castiglioni del 1832. Il Visconti 
Ermes ne curò l'ordinamento e ne permise lo studio da parte di F. e 
G. Gnecchi. 

Con l’unificazione le raccolte numismatiche milanesi persero ogni au- 
tonomia e non sembrarono sollecitare in modo particolare l’interesse 
della Direzione dei Musei Civici di Milano. Pesò in particolare la man- 
canza di personale scientifico di ruolo con compiti specifici nel Gabi- 
netto. 

Nessuno dei direttori, prima di Gianguido Belloni, aveva interessi 
numismatici specifici, almeno a livello scientifico. In questo periodo 
va segnalato soprattutto l’inserimento nell’attività di riordino dei ma- 
teriali di Ludovico Laffranchi, che aveva un ruolo subalterno nell’Am- 
ministrazione Comunale, il quale ebbe affidate le raccolte nel 1927. 

Si dovette attendere il 1943 per avere una presenza numismatica 
specialistica tra il personale dei Civici Musei, con Gianguido Belloni, 
prima incaricato (1943-1955), poi Conservatore (1955-1965), poi Diret- 
tore di tutti i Musei Civici (1965-1970), infine Direttore delle Raccolte 
Archeologiche e Numismatiche (1970-1972). E’ ovvio come solo nell’ul- 
timo breve periodo il Belloni ebbe la libertà ed il tempo di occuparsi 
attivamente delle raccolte numismatiche. In tutto il periodo precedente 
sia gli incarichi affidatigli dalla direzione in altri settori, sia, successi- 
vamente, il peso dell’attività burocratica gli impedirono di dedicarsi 
a tempo pieno alla sezione numismatica. Sotto il controllo del Belloni 
avvennero le delicate operazioni di trasferimento delle collezioni nelle 
varie sedi all’interno del Castello Sforzesco, a lui si deve la creazione 
del gabinetto di restauro, la formazione del personale tecnico subal- 
terno oggi disponibile e l’acquisto della serie di vetrine blindate (1967) 
che permettono l’esposizione ciclica dei materiali presso il Museo Ar- 
cheologico. Il Belloni curò infatti una notevole serie di cicli espositivi. 
Con lui riprendono gli acquisti e vengono favorite le donazioni; inizia 
le pubblicazioni la Rivista del Museo Archeologico, a carattere anche 
numismatico, “Notizie dal Chiostro del Monastero Maggiore”. Al pen- 
sionamento del Belloni seguono quasi due anni di stasi, fino alla nomina 
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di E. A. Arslan prima a Conservatore delle Raccolte Numismatiche 
(1973) e poi a Direttore delle Civiche Raccolte Archeologiche e Nu- 
mismatiche (1975). Attualmente è in corso un grosso sforzo di riorga- 
nizzazione generale, non ostante la disponibilità ridottissima di perso- 
nale (non esistono specialisti per i vari settori numismatici). Si è ten- 
tato di potenziare prima di tutto la funzionalità dell'Istituto. E’ già 
avanzata l’attività di ricognizione e di schedatura per zecche dei mate- 
riali delle collezioni, per la prima volta dopo decenni è stata impostata 
la sistemazione del settore medaglistico, quasi inutilizzabile per il disor- 
dinamento di molti settori; sempre per la prima volta è iniziata la 
ricognizione, sistemazione e la schedatura della grande massa dei ri- 
postigli in deposito. E’ stato impostato un razionale archivio fotogra- 
fico ed è stata rifondata la gipsoteca, dopo che si è dovuta costatare la 
perdita totale, negli spostamenti bellici, di quella formata dai gessi dei 
medaglioni romani utilizzati dallo Gnecchi e di quelli donati da Re 
Vittorio Emanuele III e serviti per il C.N.I.. E’ stata totalmente ristrut- 
turata con moderni criteri la biblioteca specializzata che è stata affi- 
data a personale qualificato e che ha visto un notevole sforzo finanzia- 
rio dedicato agli acquisti, resi necessari dal mancato aggiornamento di 
ampi settori. Il settore delle riviste è stato potenziato mediante gli 
scambi con le pubblicazioni dell'Istituto. 

Il Gabinetto Numismatico è aperto a quanti ne fanno giustificata 
richiesta e fornisce anche gratuitamente consulenze che non compor- 
tino stime venali. I visitatori, sia specialisti che appassionati, sono 
sempre più numerosi, mettendo spesso in difficoltà le strutture ricet- 
tive dell'Istituto. E’ molto attivo il servizio che fornisce, gratuitamente 
per gli studiosi e gli istituti specializzati, foto e calchi di monete e me- 
daglie. Si è anche sviluppata la collaborazione con gli istituti univer- 
sitari della Lombardia che si occupano di problemi numismatici. 

Non ostante la gravissima carenza di personale l’attività scientifica 
del Gabinetto Numismatico tende a svilupparsi. Vengono presentati 
al pubblico semestralmente settori delle collezioni. E’ ripresa la pub- 
blicazione regolare della Rivista “Notizie dal Chiostro del Monastero 
Maggiore”, nella quale verranno presentati anche i dati numismatici 
emersi negli scavi archeologici condotti dalla Direzione in Calabria. 

Il Gabinetto Numismatico di Milano ha preso poi l’iniziativa, di con- 
certo con F. Panvini Rosati e Otto Von Hessen, della raccolta di dati 
su scala internazionale sulla monetazione longobarda, in previsione 
della pubblicazione di un corpus. 
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Il Direttore delle Raccolte Archeologiche e Numismatiche è stato poi 
nominato dal Ministero per i Beni Culturali Ispettore Onorario per la 
numismatica in Lombardia, fatto che gli permette il controllo delle 
attività e dei ritrovamenti su scala regionale.

I materiali sono stati esposti al pubblico a varie riprese nel passato 
delle collezioni, specialmente prima della fusione delle raccolte. Manca 
attualmente un Museo della Moneta e non se ne prevede, purtroppo, 
la creazione a breve termine. 

E’ necessario riconoscere però che preliminare ad una esposizione è 
tutta una serie imponente di accompimenti, per i quali mancano sia 
il personale che i finanziamenti. Tutti i materiali vanno riordinati; 
il numero dei pezzi fotografati é irrisorio rispetto al totale; interi set- 
tori, come quello medaglistico e quello dei ripostigli in metallo vile, 
sono da ristrutturare partendo quasi da zero; altri settori, come quelli 
moderni o quelli islamici ed estremo orientali, non vengono presi in 
considerazione da decenni per mancanza di specialisti. Mancano poi 
cataloghi per i settori utilizzabili; lo spazio per la biblioteca é insuffi- 
ciente; gli spazi per il gabinetto fotografico e di restauro e gli archivi 
sono gravemente insufficienti. La prospettiva del Museo, che deve 
essere inteso modernamente come polo di attrazione culturale e non 
come deposito di cose morte, appare come inattuale. Urgente invece 
deve essere un impegno da parte dei responsabili amministrativi e po- 
litici per evitare all'Istituto una crisi gravissima che talvolta appare a 
chi opera dall’interno come inevitabile e che viene rimandata solo a 
costo di sacrifici e di dedizione personale.

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THE CABINET OF Coins AND MEDALS 


NATIONAL MUSEUM IN WARSAW 


The collection of coins and medals came into being after the First 
World War. The National Museum in Warsaw, brought to life again 
at that time, enjoyed great popularity amongst the public which helped 
to enrich the holdings by presenting or offering for sale a number of 
memorials and various museum objects greatly differing both in number 
and in value. The numismatic Cabinet, however, was separated from 
the historical memorials’ department only in 1921, when the Museum 
acquired two exceptionally generous gifts. One of them, the collection 
of Dr. W. Semerau-Siemianowski, highly regarded by specialists, con- 
sisted of nearly 30.000 objects and formed the basis for the ancient 
coin department. The other (about 9.000 items) bequeathed by Count 
Casimirus Sobariski became the starting point for creating the Polish 
numismatic collection. 


The Department of Ancient Coins 


Semerau-Siemianowski’s collection which formed the nucleus of the 
ancient coins department both started collecting activity of this kind 
of material by other museums in Poland and also aroused professional 
interest in this particular numismatic discipline. The collection itself, 
covering a wide range of Greek, Roman and Byzantine coins, was 
formed in the Near East. Its owner and collector was a medical doctor 
who worked as a physician in the Near Eastern Railway Company, 
and consequently spent most of his life in Istanbul. The geographical 
area in which the collection was formed is reflected in its character, 
the majority of the coins being Greek and Byzantine, with only, ex- 
ceptionally, a few issues of Magna Graecia. Dominant amongst coins 
of the Late Roman Empire are the products of eastern mints: Antioch, 
Cyzicus, Nicomedia, not to mention Constantinople itself. There was 
a high percentage of Greek-Imperial coins from the eastern provinces, 
particularly those from Asia Minor, including in their number many 
extremely rare and interesting pieces. In the Byzantine part a notable 
section was a set of lead Byzantine seals. 
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In the years 1925 and 1930 the ancient coins department was much 
enhanced by an important purchase of Dr. I. Terlecki’s cabinet of coins 
of the Black Sea cities and kingdoms. The collection, acquired in two 
parts, amounted to about 1,750 coins, many of them of high quality 
and very rare, for example 3 gold staters of Panticapeaum or a consi- 
derable collection of gold and electrum staters of the Cimmerian Bos- 
phorus. 

In 1938 the Cabinet received about 3,000 Greek, Roman, and By- 
zantine coins transferred from the State Art Collections, and in 1939 
Prof. J. Lewinski presented his collection and with it the unique stater 
of Thebes (see: Anna Szemiothowa, Historia powstania Dziatu Numiz- 
matyki Starozytnej Muzeum Narodowego w Warszawie — Origins of 
the Numismatic Department Ancient Section in National Museum in 
Warsaw, Rocznik Muzeum Narod. w Warszawie, III 1958, pp. 335-350). 

At the end of August 1939, in anticipation of war, the National 
Museum’s numismatic collections were placed in metal cases and se- 
cretly buried in the museum courtyard. Unfortunately, despite all 
the precautions taken during the operation the hiding place was dis- 
covered by the Germans who had taken Warsaw in September. The 
precious cases were transported to Cracow and next proceeded in the 
direction of Silesia. In May 1945 they were found in a small castle 
near Swidnica but already in a depleted state. Many cases were mis- 
sing and the remainder had been broken into, and their contents scat- 
tered. The objects were carefully collected and after they had been 
cleaned and sorted it was discovered that the value of the collection 
had been diminished by nearly 50 %. Almost all the gold coins were 
lost and the integrity of many series destroyed. 

Gradually the collections were re-arranged and the gaps filled. Col- 
lections of unknown provenance scattered during the war and subse- 
quently secured by state organisations such as the Militia, State Treas- 
ury or the Trade Bank were handed over to the museum. A collection 
of 150 silver Greek coins beautifully preserved, acquired by courtesy 
of the Trade Bank, could possibly represent a part of a pre-war cabinet 
belonging to a known collector, the engineer Wyszyński, who died at 
the time of the Warsaw Uprising. Of the smaller accessions mention 
should be made of: a set of 89 fine silver Greek coins of high quality 
saved from melting in the Jewellery's Centre and purchases of three 
major collections from the well known pre-war collectors, the late R. 
Protassowicki, A. Berezowski, S. Sabat.

At present the Ancient Coins Department comprises about 37,000 
objects, 16,000 Greek coins, 17,000 Roman and about 4,000 Byzantine. 
Of the Greek coins the coins of Asia Minor, Syria and Egypt predom- 
inate, because of the area of collection, for the nucleus was the former 
Semerau-Siemianowski’s collection with later additions. The series of 
Pisidian Antioch have been published by Aleksandra KrzyZanowska, 
Monety Antiochii Pizydyjskiej, Rocznik Muzeum Narodowego w War- 
szawie, IV, 1959, pp. 239-280. More than half of the Greek collection is 
made up of Greek-Imperial bronzes. The issues of the Black Sea region 
cities and kingdoms, predominantly of the northern coast, despite the 
war-time losses, form a beautifully complete section. One of the 
cities formed the subject of a dissertation: Anna Szemiothowa, Monety 
Chersonezu Taurydzkiego w zbiorach Muzeum Narodowego w War- 
szawie, Wiadomosci Numizmatyczne, III, 1959, pp. 119-145. The mu- 
seum owns one of the biggest collections of coins from Olbia and Pan- 
ticapeaum. To the former mint belong some 20 curious and rare bronze 
pieces made in the shape of a dolphin and 12 so called aes grave of 
Olbia — big and smaller — cast bronze coins, among them a particular- 
ly rare piece with a head of Athena minted in the sixth century B.C. 
These were published in: Anna Szemiothowa, Monety Olbii w zbiorach 
Muzeum Narodowego w Warszawie, Rocznik Muzeum Narodowego w 
Warszawie VII, 1963, pp. 125-184. Equally impressive is a collection 
of the Kings of the Cimmerian Bosphorus, about 1,000 pieces, with 125 
electrum staters of various issues. There are only a few coins from 
Italy and Sicily, and Near Eastern pieces are also lacking in quantity, 
except for a short but well chosen series of Parthian and Sassanian 
coins. Many of these came with the Protassowicki collection. 

The Roman coins are mainly imperial. The Republic is represented 
by only one tenth of the whole section, consisting virtually of non- 
associated objects. Only two sizable hoards of imperial denarii found 
in Poland are included. The Byzantine collection is less numerous, 
but comprises many rare items and some extensive series, e.g. 6 silver 
coins of Artavasdes or a series of silver coins issued by rulers of Trebi- 
zond — some of the coins still unknown to specialists. A collection of 
168 lead Byzantine seals also consists of some scarce and occasionally 
even unique pieces. Most of them are published in : Anna Szemiothowa 
and Tadeusz Wasilewski, Sceaux Byzantins du Musée National de 
Varsovie, Studia Zródloznawcze IX, 1966, pp. 1-38 and XIV, 1969, 
pp. 63-89. 
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The Department of Medieval and Modern Coins and Medals 


A collection of Polish coins bequeathed in 1921 by Count C. Sobański 
(1859-1909) consisted of 8,902 coins from the times of Sigismund I. 
At the end of the 19th and the beginning of the 20th centuries this was 
one of the main private collections of Polish coins, including nearly 
complete series of smaller denominations and some first rate rarities 
in the group of thalers and gold pieces. Count Sobański, when com- 
pleting his collection, paid particularly great attention to their con- 
dition, therefore all items coming from his cabinet were in exceptionally 
good state. Extremely rare Crown ducats struck under Sigismund I, 
including a double-weight ducat of 1528 unknown elsewhere, added 
to the value of the collection. To this collection belonged also a Li- 
thuanian ducat of Stephan Batory struck in 1586 and generally con- 
sidered to be one of the rarest Polish coins—known in 5 examples only. 
Another speciality was a unique thaler of Johannes Casimirus struck in 
Lwów in 1661 — a coin acquired by count Sobański from the Royal 
Numismatic Cabinet in Stockholm in exchange for some Swedish coins. 
In 1910 the Sobariski collection was valued at over 106 thousand 
roubles in gold. 

In order to supplement this basic collection a set of 1,008 Polish 
medieval coins was purchased by the museum from J. Weyssenhoff. 
Another acquisition by purchase of 10 rare coins issued by Ladislaus IV, 
formerly in the possession of K. Jokisz, contributed to the museum’s 
holdings in 1924. In 1925 the museum purchased H. Maiükowski's 
small but interesting collection of 140 Polish forged coins produced 
by the famous counterfeiter J. Majnert, an engraver and medallist 
employed at the Warsaw Mint, active in the first part of the 19th 
century. Also from H. Mankowski’s heirs were bought the Polish 
royal medals — ranging from Sigismund I to Stanislaus Augustus Po- 
niatowski. This acquisition arrived almost at the same time as another 
purchase, E. Phull’s postpartition medals. These purchases formed 
the basis for the development of the Polish medal section. 

In 1925 the collection of paper money was initiated with a purchase 
of 330 banknotes, private notes, promissory notes, bank and treasury 
documents from Z. Zaborski. At the end of the twenties several thou- 
sand numismatic items of various kinds (coins, banknotes, medals, 
medaillons, etc.) greatly added to the museum’s holdings when an 
extensive collection of the former Polish National Museum in Rappers- 
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wil was transferred to Warsaw. This collection, which had existed 
since 1870 had the additional value of being an example of Polish 
19th century patriotic collecting. 

The massive contributions have been systematically supplemented by 
less spectacular purchases, and the inflow of gifts and deposits also 
continued. From these sources a considerable collection of jettons and 
badges issued since the 19th century by the various Polish associa- 
tions and societies has come into being, and the biggest collection in 
Poland of ecclesiastic medals amounting to 9,000 items became the 
museum’s property. 

On the sphragistic side the Museum formed a collection of stamp- 
seals, dating back to the Middle Ages, seals attached to the documents 
and seal casts in metal and plaster. A generous gift by W. Zurakowski 
in 1926 of nearly 500 documents with seals, dating to the 18th and the 
beginning of the 19th century, expanded the collection. 

In 1938 the former management of the State Art Collections in War- 
saw Castle committed its numismatic collection, about 33,000 pieces, 
to the care of the National Museum thus greatly enriching the Cabi- 
net’s collections. This new contribution included objects regained for 
Poland in 1925 and 1928 as an equivalent for two collections — one 
of the Princes Radzivill from Nie$wiez and the other of the Warsaw 
University, both taken away by the Tzarist authorities in 1812 and 
1831. Another extremely valuable acquisition from the State Art Col- 
lections was a complex of Polish coin finds comprising the majority of 
medieval and modern hoards. 

At the outbreak of the Second World War in September 1939 the 
collection of the department of coins and medals consisted of appro- 
ximately 91,000 items, both Polish and foreign, a great number of 
private notes, medal dies, military badges, occasional badges and 
plaster casts not formerly included in the inventories. 

The Nazi occupation greatly devasted the collections and stopped 
all activities in the Cabinet. The majority of gold pieces, both in the 
coin and medal sections, was looted. The Sobanski collection was con- 
siderably decreased in value and quantity. All the bigger and more 
spectacular pieces were missing, and the gilded ones damaged in at- 
tempts to find out their metal constituent. The integrity of the series 
was irretrivably destroyed, as was the whole arrangement of the col- 
lection. In various sections the war losses varied from 10 % to 100 % 
of the previous holdings. Regrettably enough, the attempt to reclaim 
these objects after the war has not been entirely successful, and the 
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majority of the valuable objects, which originally formed the nucleus 
of the collection, have not returned to the museum. 

In the post-war period, however, the museum benefited from many 
gifts from pre-war collections. Other sources of increase were the col- 
lections of various institutions now committed to the care of the mu- 
seum. By this means the museum was given in 1946 the collection, 
greatly diminished by the war, of Count A. Potocki (1861-1908), its 
history dating back to the early years of the 19th century. The col- 
lection was originally founded by Count Franciszek Potocki (1788- 
1853), a great connoisseur and collector of coins. In the middle of 
the 19th century the collection already amounted to 7,365 items (but 
with duplicates included, over 12,000 pieces). Having been considerably 
increased by A. Potocki it became at the end of the 19th century and the 
beginning of the present century the most extensive private Polish numis- 
matic collection (over 14,000 items). It included a number of rarities and 
unique pieces unknown elsewhere, and an impressive series of Polish gold 
material both in the coin and the medal section. The most widely known 
unique object in the collection was a thaler of Sigismund III struck by 
the town of Reval in 1598. The collection was notable for the gold series 
of Sigismund III issued in 1621 of denominations of 30, 50, and 90 
ducats. Unfortunately, the war has deprived the collection of most 
of its gold. The history of the Potocki collection has been described 
with full details by Z. Wdowiszewski in his article “Count Franciszek 
Potocki (1788-1853) and his collection of coins and medals in Warsaw”, 
published in Wiadomosci Numizmatyczne, 1961, pp. 139-149. 

In 1946 the rescued remains of the State Mint Numismatic Cabinet 
were united with the museum collection. The State Mint Collection 
founded after the First World War, used to be considered one of the 
biggest in Poland (c. 35,000 pieces). Only 3,788 of the highest quality 
pieces, 10 % of the pre-war collection, escaped plunder. Among the 
objects which either survived or were handed over to the National 
Museum the greater part was made of the Polish gold coins (109 
pieces), thalers and half-thalers (104 pieces), and royal medals (145 
pieces) including many donatives in gold. An unique set from the 
Mint collection comprises 123 Polish countermarked coins (private 
countermarks of the end of the 18th and the 19th century). 

The generosity of B. Kantor enhanced the collection in 1948 with 
over 1,000 silver coins, mostly foreign, generally German 17th century 
pieces. The collection comprises a quantity of Brunswick-Lineburg 
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multiple thalers ranging from 2 to 10 thalers and a great number of 
piedforts weighing 2, 3, 4 thalers, mainly Saxon. 

Purchases, gifts, transmissions and deposits enrich the collection by 
an average number of 100 objects annually. From 1958 onwards the 
museum has been entitled to survey systematically the purchases of 
gold and silver made by the Jewellers’ Centre and to purchase all the 
numismatic objects. A great number of coins or even whole groups of 
coins, i.e. hoards of medieval coins, thus were rescued from melting 
down. 

The most recent notable acquisition is the collection of coins and 
medals of General Jerzy Wesierski, most generously presented to the 
National Museum by the General’s wife and his daughter Mrs. R. 
Wesierska and Mrs. Z. Sharnagiel in 1974. The collection comprises 
3,233 numismatic objects, either Polish or connected with Poland, 
and includes a number of rare pieces hitherto lacking in the museum’s 
collection. Gen. Wesierski’s collection has been the subject of care- 
ful study and was published in 1974 as Kolekcja Generala Jerzego 
Wesierskiego. Katalog monet i medali. 

At present the holdings of the Medieval and Modern Coins and 
Medals Department amount to approximately 220,000 items. The 
Polish material is the largest element of the collection and, naturally 
enough, the national series, both coins and medals, is a special subject 
of acquisition and study. The basic collection of coinages, both Polish 
or connected with Poland, comprises about 35,000 items, including 
about 3,500 medieval coins. Apart from the basic collection there are 
additionally some thousands of Polish coins still unter study, available 
for special consultation and research only. The Warsaw collection of 
Medieval coins is the second most important in Poland, the first being 
that of the National Museum in Cracow, in respect of quantity and 
quality of the objects. The 12th century coins are particularly well 
represented in this highly specialist collection. 

In the Modern Coins section the most precious items are all the gold 
Polish pieces along with a small number of donatives struck by To- 
run and Gdańsk, thalers of Stefan Batory and the Polish Vasa dynasty, 
comprising many scarce or unrecorded specimens. The hoards form a 
separate section of the department and include also individual pieces, 
unassociated finds of which the find-spot is known. 

Arranged separately are the Silesian coins and small coin groups 
of Western Pomerania, Livonia and Sweden minted in Elbing. The 
collection of Silesian coins amounts to about 3,000 pieces and is one 
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of the best of this kind. High value coins — thalers, ducats, half- 
portugalesers and portugalesers, especially those of Legnica-Brzeg, are 
particularly abundant. 

The collection of foreign coinages consists of several tens of thousands 
of pieces, mainly modern. The Middle Ages are modestly represented 
the largest being the German issues, the majority being ‘cross’-denarii 
and bracteates. Bohemian, Hungarian and Italian denarii form a small 
fraction of the collection. The Late Middle Ages group includes a 
notable set of 11 English nobles of Edward III and Richard II. Of 
the modern coinages the most representative for the collection are 
coins of Russia and countries of the Holy Roman Empire. Some larger 
series of French and Italian coins are also included. Still in need of 
research and arrangement, though interesting, is a collection of the 
Near and Far Eastern coinages totalling some 2,000 pieces. 

The collection of paper money amounts to approximately 13,000 
items. The Polish section is nearly complete and comprises, along with 
duplicates, about 5,000 pieces. Of this number, c. 1,000, are promis- 
sory notes, bank and treasury documents, mainly from the collection 
of Z. Zaborski and the Rapperswil museum. Foreign paper money 
is represented by about 8,000 pieces, the majority being Russian and 
German banknotes and a great number of German and Austrian private 
notes. 

The collection of medals is one of the largest and most accurately 
arranged in Poland. There are about 7,000 items, either specifically 
Polish or material related to Poland. Quite a few medals of this part 
of the collection are extremely rare or not recorded elsewhere. A 
number of royal medals by Sebastian Dadler, Héhn the father and 
Hohn the son, all of the Gdarisk school, are particularly valuable. The 
collection of Polish medals is supplemented by Silesian pieces, 1,000 
objects, and also small groups of medals struck in feudal Prussia, Li- 
vonia (including feudal Kurland) and Western Pomerania. The Si- 
lesian medals, especially those minted by the Piast dynasty represent 
the highest quality in this part of the collection. A number of shooting 
medals of coin weight standards are usually placed among them and 
are included as well. The German and Russian pieces form the largest 
group within the 7,500 foreign medals. The medal collection comprises 
also ecclesiastical medals, jettons, counters and badges of various 
Polish associations and smaller groups of medaillons, plaques, orders 
and decorations. 
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The sphragistic collection consists of original seals, seal impressions 
and casts. Apart from the seals the most valuable are: the collection 
of Medieval Polish seal casts in metal from the A. Potocki cabinet, 
a collection of documents complete with 18th and 19th century seals 
(the gift of W. Zurakowski) and a collection of seal impressions for- 
merly belonging to Retowski and Prozorowski. The whole sphragistic 
collection totals some 16,000 objects. 

During something more than 50 years of existence, despite enormous 
war-time losses, the collections, systematically enriched by purchases, 
gifts and deposits, have expanded considerably, so that at present 
they are the main numismatic holding in Poland, consisting of over 
250,000 objects. 

Until the end of the Second World War the Cabinet of Coins and 
Medals was divided into two separate departments. The first Keeper 
of the Ancient Coins Department was the donor of the basic collection, 
Dr. Władysław Semerau-Siemianowski who was succeeded by Mrs. 
Anna Szemiothowa under whose direction the department remained 
until 1965. The Medieval and Modern Coins department was under 
the care of Mr. Kazimierz Stefañski until 1939, and in the early post- 
war period of Mr. Józef Jodkowski. Soon after the war the two depart- 
ments were combined into a single Numismatic Cabinet under Dr. Zyg- 
munt Wdowiszewski, who was also in charge of the Medieval and 
Modern Department. His closest assistant, until her tragic death in 
1969, was Mrs. Danuta Albrycht-Rapnicka. At present the direction 
of the Cabinet is in the hands of Dr. Aleksandra Krzyzanowska, the 
General Keeper. The academic staff specializes in the following disci- 
plines and accordingly looks after the corresponding departments: 
ancient coinages — Dr. Aleksandra Krzyzanowska and Mrs. Maria 
Kozakiewicz; Polish and foreign coins, Medieval and Modern — Mr. 
Tomasz Bylicki. Until recently also Mrs. Marta Meclewska was in 
charge of the Medieval section and Mrs. Malgorzata Pyrek-Ejsmont 
took care of the Polish and Foreign Medals. 

The numismatic materials of the Cabinet provide a research material 
for many scholars, professional numismatists and collectors.

At no university it is possible to read numismatics as a single subject 
for a first degree, but at a number, courses in numismatics form a 
part, of varying importance, of a wider course of study for either a 
degree or for a diploma in archaeology. At most universities there are 
arrangements for more specialist study for a higher degree in numis- 
matics. 


BELFAST. QuEEN’s University. Professor Michael Dolley con- 
ducts a biennial course on ‘English and Irish coins as an index of 
royal policies, c. 750-1660.’ 


BIRMINGHAM. BARBER INSTITUTE oF Fine Arts. There is no 
course on numismatics as such but it forms a part of a wider series of 
lectures by Mr. Michael F. Hendy on ‘Coinage, finance, and economy 
from Diocletian to Heraclius. ' 


CAMBRIDGE. Professor Philip Grierson conducts two courses: 
in the History Faculty, a series of ten lectures on ‘Money and coinage 
in the Middle Ages’; in the Archaeology Faculty, four lectures on 
‘Coins and Archaeology’. 

Mr. M. H. Crawford also gives two courses: in the Classics Faculty, 
eight classes on ‘Coinage, money, and the economy in Classical An- 
tiquity’ and four classes on ‘Coins of the age of Nero and the Fla- 
vians.’ 


DURHAM. A series of twenty lectures by Dr. Roderick T. Williams 
on ‘Greek Art and Archaeology (down to but excluding Alexander 
the Great)’ includes Greek numismatics. 


LONDON. a. A short introductory course of four lectures on Greek 
coins and four on Roman coins is included once in every three year 
cycle of inter-collegiate lectures arranged by the Board of Studies in 
Classics. 


b. University CoLLEGE. For degree students in Greek, Greek Ar- 
chaeology and for the Diploma in Classical Archaeology, Dr. A. W. 
Johnston teaches a course in Greek Epigraphy and Numismatics. 
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c. Roya, HoLLoway CoLLege. Professor J. F. Healy conducts a 
course of eight lectures on ‘Greek coinage down to and including the 
fourth century.’ 


d. INSTITUTE or ARCHAEOLOGY. Two courses are given by Dr. R. M. 
Reece: ten lectures on ‘Roman coins from the beginning to Anastasius’; 
ten lectures on ‘Applied numismatics: hoards, site finds, metallurgy, 
etc,” 


OXFORD. Two courses are given by Dr. C. M. Kraay on Greek 
coinage: eight lectures on ‘Coinage of the sixth century B.C.’; eight 
lectures on ‘The coinage of the fifth and fourth centuries B.C.’ On 
Roman coins, two courses are conducted by Dr. C. H. V. Sutherland: 
a series of eight lectures on ‘Roman coinage: the authority for coinage 
as derived by the Empire from the Republic.’; eight lectures on “Roman 
Coinage: volume, distribution, types.’

Many numismatic collections, particularly finds coming directly from 
excavation sites can also be found in the archaeological museums in 
Warsaw, Cracow, Poznan, Wroclaw and the district museums in Byd- 
goszez and Plock, and some city and regional museums as well. 

An outstanding collection of Polish and foreign medals is the property 
of the Museum of Medal Art in Wroclaw (Keeper - A. Wiecek) and 
the coins and medals produced by the Warsaw Mint form a sizable 
collection in the Numismatic Department of the State Mint in Warsaw. 

The Polish Archaeological and Numismatic Society acting under 
the patronage of the Polish Academy of Sciences is the main organi- 
zation and publishing centre for numismatic research. The Society 
coordinates the work of scholars in the museums, in some universities 
and the research institutes of the Academy. Under the auspices of the 
Society the following numismatic publications appear: 


a quarterly “Wiadomosci Numizmatyczne” (the Numismatic News) — 
19 annual numbers published over the years 1957-1975 (75 regular 
parts plus three extra). Further issues forthcoming. 

a monthly “Biuletyn Numizmatyczny” (the Numismatic Bulletin), 
a popular magazine containing, however, much research material. 11 
annual numbers (110 parts have appeared so far, further forthcoming). 
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monographs, published at irregular intervals, a few per year. Some 
are doctoral dissertations, presented at the various universities, also 
detailed studies and new editions of earlier literature. At present the 
following works are in press:

Republic (A. Kunisz), a study on the issues of the Carolingians (S. 
Suchodolski). 

Apart from these, statistical research on the structure of coin hoards 
of the 16th-18th centuries, discovered in Poland (A. Mikolajezyk) and 
a study of the chemical composition of coins, with application of the 
fluorescence analysis method (Z. Stós - Fertnerowa) have been initiated. 
A work on new coin finds, including the great Poznan hoard of Prague 
groats, and several hoards of bracteates and denars is in progress as 
well. All information on coin finds is reported in Wiadomosci Numiz- 
matyczne and occasionally also in other periodicals, particularly ar- 
chaeological.
